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Foreword 


Owing  to  the  resignation  of  Town  Manager,  Dean  C.  Gushing  in  April, 
1951,  Iwas  interviewed  by  the  Selectmen  on  helping  out  tenporarily,  and 
after  considering  the  problem,  I  said  that  I  would,  to  the  best  of  my 
abilities.  Consequently,  I  was  appointed  temporary  Town  Manager  on 
April  16th,  and  on  May  1st  was  appointed  Town  Manager. 

I  was  somewhat  amazed  to  find  that  more  than  fifty  percent  of  the 
General  highway  appropriation  for  1951  had  been  spent  in  the  first  four 
months,  with  the  bulk  of  General  highway  expenses  coming  up  in  the  next 
eightmonths.  Also  there  had  been  two  collections  of  Sewer  rentals  in  1950 
which  took  about  seventy  percent  of  Sewer  income  from  1951  receipts. 
The  custom  for  many  years  was  to  send  out  sewer  bills  Jnauary  1st, 
but  in  1950  they  were  sent  out  January  1st,  and  December  1st.  Therefore 
an  over  estimate  of  income  for  1951  was  the  result,  giving  a  figure  of 
$l,500.00whenthe  average  annual  income  for  1946-47-48-49  was  $1310. 

There  was  also  an  item  of  $1,085.00  for  which  no  appropriation  was 
made,  on  a  30w.  two-way  radio  in  use  by  the  Police  Department.  This 
item  has  more  than  proven  its  worth.  When  the  bill  was  long  overdue  , 
the  Police  Association  kindly  donated  $320.00,  and  the  Town  assumed 
the  balance  of  $765.00,  finally  charging  it  off  to  the  Police  account. 

With  a  few  headaches,  and  many  pleasant  moments,  I  have  tried  to 
carry  on.  As  to  results,  a  further  inspection  of  this  report  will  give  you 
the  exact  figures . 

I  greatly  appreciate  the  cooperation  received  from  all  departments 
and  thank  the  Selectmen  for  having  appointed  me  as  Town  Manager  for 
the  past  nine  months.  I  have  considered  it  a  very  high  honor  to  serve 
my  town  in  such  a  capacity.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Derry  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  instructed  to  meet  at  the  Veterans  •  Memorial  Building, 
in  said  town,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

By  vote  of  the  Selectmen,  the  polls  for  this  meeting  will  remain  open 
from  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and 
as  much  longer  thereafter  as  the  Town,  at  the  opening  of  the  meeting, 
may  vote. 

1.  To  elect  a  selectman  for  three  years.  Town  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Coll- 
ector of  Taxes,  Library  Trustees,  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds,  Cemetery 
Trustee,  Auditors,  and  other  necessary  Town  Officials  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  vote  to  raise  and  ^propriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  for  laying  out  and  repairing 
highways,  for  building  and  repairing  bridges,  for  the  suppression  of 
moths,  for  the  police  department,  and  municipal  court,  for  hydrant  ser- 
vice, and  electric  lights,  for  salaries  of  Town  officials,  for  the  Board 
of  Health,  for  the  expense  of  the  Town  halls,  for  support  of  the  libraries, 
for  State  and  County  taxes,  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day,  for  aid 
to  the  Derry  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  for  playground  purposes  and 
for  band  concerts,  for  co-operating  with  the  State  and  Federal  govern- 
ments in  control  of  insect  pests  and  white  pine  blister  and  for  all  other 
necessary  charges  arising  in  said  Town,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  sell 
and  convey  any  real  estate  acquired  through  deeds  from  the  Collector  of 
Taxes  or  as  a  reimbursement  for  assistance  furnished  to  citizens,  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  its  selectmen  to  incur  debts  for 
temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  of  the  munic^)al  year  in 
which  such  debts  are  incurred  and  made  payable  therefrom,  by  such  vote, 
and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  direct  the  Collector  of  Taxes  to  allow  a 
discount  to  all  per  sons  paying  their  taxes  within  such  period  as  the  Town 
shall  limit,  to  fix  the  rate  of  such  discount,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  prove  the  recommendation  of  the 
Budget  Committee  that  the  sum  of  $500.00  be  raised  for  Band  Concerts 
during  the  Summer  of  1952,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ^propriate  a  sum  not 
exceeding $650.00  ((1/lOOth  of  one  percent  of  the  Town's  valuation  based 
on  the  1951  assessment)  to  the  Merrimack  Valley  Region  Association 
for  the  purpose  of  publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and 
resources  of  the  Town  in  co-c^eration  with  the  other  thirty -seven 
communities  in  the    Region,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
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$1,186.32  for  aid  under  apportionment  A  to  match  a  State  appropriation 
amounting  to  $7,908.82  for  the  purpose  of  construction  and  re-const- 
ruction of  Class  5  highways,  and  pass  any , vote  relating  thereto. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,720.00  for  aid  under  apportionment  B  to  match  an  appropriation  by 
the  State  of  $3,720.00  for  the  purpose  of  construction  and  re -construction 
of  Class  4  and  5  highways",  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

10.  By  petition,  to  brii^  in  your  votes  on  the  following  question,  viz: 
"Do  you  favor  the  continuation  of  the  Town  Manager  plan  as  now  in  force 
in  this  Town'.' 

11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  approp- 
riate for  civil  defense,  the  Budget  Committee  havii^  recommended,  for 
this  purpose,  the  sum  of  $500.00,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

12.  By  petition,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $850.00  for  the  purpose  of  draining  MacGregor  Street,  at  the 
intersection  of  Highland  Avenue,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

13.  By  petition,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  in^rove  the  highway 
known  as  Kilrae  Road  from  State  Highway  No.  28  to  the  Brandy  Rock 
Road,  so-called,  by  tarring  or  oiling  the  surface  thereof  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  that  purpose,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  set  aside  from  surplus  funds  on 
hand,  the  sum  of  $5,000.00,  plus  the  net  proceeds  of  the  present  sewer 
system,  to  be  paid  into  the  capital  reserve  fund,  for  the  building  of  a 
Town  sewer  system,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Town 
Manager  to  purchase  and  acquire  title,  in  the  name  of  the  Town,  to 
centrally  located  real  estate  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  central 
public  parking  space,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

16.  K  the  vote  on  the  above  article  is  in  the  affirmative,  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow,  upon  the  serial  negotiable 
notes  of  the  Town  of  Derry,  issued  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
Municipal  Bond  Statute,  a  sum  not  in  excess  of  $25,000.00  for  the  above 
purpose,  the  terms  of  said  notes  and  the  rate  of  interest  thereon  to  be 
determinedby  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Water  Department  to  adjust 
its  rental  charges  upward  in  order  to  raise  more  revenue  for  the  purpose 
of  providing  for  necessary  extensions  and  other  expenses  of  the  Depart- 
ment, and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

18.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors  and  committees  heretofore 
chosen, and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

19.  To  ^point  any  necessary  committees  on  any  article  embraced  in 
this  warrant. 

20.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  lawfully  come  before 
such  meeting.

Police 


Under  the  present  system  the  police  department  has  three  eight  hour 
shifts  on  the  street. 

The  8  A.M.  to  4  P.M.  shift  is  paid  from  meter  revenue.  The  other  two 
shifts  are  paid  from  the  police  appropriation  with  an  officer  to  work  the 
three  vacant  shifts.  The  other  three  days  he  does  routine  checking  of 
camps  or  any  other  details  that  may  arise.  The  Chief  is  in  the  station 
from  9  A.M.  to  6  P.M.  while  the  meters  are  in  force  and  until  9  P.M. 
Fridays.  Three  days  out  of  the  week  he  gets  help  from  the  vacant  shift 
officer.  The  Chief  and  car  are  on  call  twenty -four  hours  a  day  and  also 
makes  nightly  checks  of  outlying  districts.  While  on  patrol,  he  is  in  con- 
tact at  all  times  during  the  night  with  the  officer  on  duty  by  radio  or  tel- 
ephone. 

The  two-way  radio  has  greatly  increaded  the  efficiency  of  the  depart- 
ment. The  mobile  unit  gives  direct  contact  with  the  station,  enabling  the 
officer  to  get  whatever  assistance  he  needs  at  the  scene  he  is  called  to. 
The  station  set  enables  the  local  department  to  contact  the  State  Police 
which  connects  to  all  police  departments  by  radio  or  teletype. 

Obtaining  a  police  cruiser  is  almost  a  necessity  for  Derry.  During  the 
past  few  years,  the  police  chief  has  volunteered  the  use  of  his  personal 
car.  For  this  service,  he  was  reimbursed  at  the  rate  of  eight  cents  per 
mile.  Due  to  the  hard  and  often  times  unpleasant  usage  his  car  is  subjected 
to,  the  Chief  no  longer  desires  to  use  his  car  for  this  purpose.  This  is 
readily  understood  when  one  knows  the  actual  abuse  a  police  cruiser 
receives.  We  feel  sure  that  few  tax -payers  would  desire  to  have  their 
own  car  tied  up  by  being  on  call  twenty -four  hours  a  day. 

A  distinct  advantage  can  be  gained  by  the  townspeople  in  obtaining  a 
police  cruiser.  The  entire  town  has  been  paying  for  police  protection 
durir^  past  years.  Police  protection  has,  from  necessity,  been  centered 
in  the  business  district.  With  a  cruiser  this  protection  could  be  brought! 
more  readily  to  the  outlying  districts.  This  protection  would  be  given 
during  the  critical  hours  from  six  in  the  evening  until  two  in  the  morning. 
This  program  will  necessitate  an  additional  officer  for  two  and  one  half 
days  per  week.

Our  receipts  on  meters  for  1951  were  the  largest  we  have  ever  had, 
and  now  with  the  meters  paid  for  in  full,  should  show  a  substantial  in- 
crease of  new  income  of  four  or  five  thousand  dollars  yearly. 

Out  of  the  1951  receipts  $2,000.00  was  turned  over  to  the  Trustees  of 
Trust  Funds,  to  be  held  specifically  for  a  centrally  located  parking  place, 
to  be  added  with  future  funds  from  meters. 

There  was  a  balance  of  $438.44  in  1950  and  with  the  1951  balance  of 
$392,49  makes  a  total  of  $830.93  which  should  be  turned  to  Trustees  of 
Trust  Funds  for  the  above  purpose.  Money  received  from  meters  should 
not  be  allowed  to  go  into  general  account,  according  to  our  New  Hamp- 
shire Laws.

Our  T.R.A.  funds  having  been  expended  before  this  road  was  completed, 
we  combined  the  town  construction  program  appropriation  of  $2,000.00 
with  this  account  and  with  the  best  of  cooperation  by  the  state,  complet- 
ed cemetery  road,  Laconia  Avenue  and  Peppermint  Corner  to  dun^) 
road,  well  within  our  appropriations.  We  therefore  gravelled  and  drain- 
ed 6  miles  of  roads  and  asphalted  approximately  2  miles  of  road  at  an 
expense  to  the  town  of  $2,000. OOplus  T.R.A.  appropriation  of    $1,186.51. 
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Our  new  snow  remover,  has  had  a  good  try  out  this  winter  and  except 
for  a  few  minor  breaks,  has  proven  to  be  a  good  investiment  both  eco- 
nomically and  from  a  standpoint  of  speed.  We  think  everyone  appreciates 
the  fact,  that  East  and  West  Broadway,  our  principal  business  street, 
with  its  sidewalks  included,  has  been  taken  care  of  especially  well.

A  rainy  and  cool  summer  hampered  swimming  activities  at  Hood  Park 
in  1951 ,  but  encouraged  the  development  of  more  extensive  sports  program. 

The  nundber  of  children  and  adults  using  the  park  lacilities  ranged  from 
250  to  75,  depending  on  the  weather. 

Swimming  classes  enrolled  approximately  90  students;  however,  be- 
cause of  adverse  weather  only  17  were  accredited  by  the  American  Red 
Cross. 

Tag  Day  funds  provided  an  asphalted  volleyball  court  in  1951.  The  en- 
thusiastic response  resulted  in  an  evening  league,  thereby  serving  the 
children  as  well  as  the  adults  of  Derry. 

There  have  been  many  requests  for  a  tennis  court  in  Derry.  If  the 
present  volleyball  court  were  lengthened  by  18  ft.  and  widened  by  3  1/2 
ft.  it  would  have  the  proper  dimensions  for  a  tennis  court.

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Sewer  Report 


The  total  receipts  for  sewer  rentals,  minus  maintenance  expenses,  was 
turned  over  to  the  Trustees  of  Trust  funds  to  the  Sewer  Fund,  set  up  in 
1943. 

As  the  annual  rentals  will  not  exceed  $1,400.00  on  an  average,  with  the 
present  layout,  the  most  we  can  expect  to  build  up  the  sewer  fund  yearly, 
with  this  balance  and  income  from  interest  on  bonds  in  the  Trustees 
hands,  will  be  around  $2,000.00,  which  is  a  very  slow  process  of  accum- 
ulation. 

If  a  substantial  addition  to  above  incomes,  say  something  like  $10,000, 
could  be  added  yearly  it  might  be  the  means  of  saving  an  epidemic  and 
other  troubles  in  the  very  near  future,  by  getting  a  sewer  project  under- 
way. For,  after  all,  health  is  a  very  in^ortant  part  of  our  existance.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

The  lighting  program  was  completed  during  the  year.  The  patrons  of 
the  library  appreciate  the  adequacy  and  quality  of  the  lighting.  The  com- 
ments of  visitors  also  is  commendatory  in  nature. 

The  trustees  have  been  pleased  to  note  an  increasing  use  of  the  library 
by  organized  groups  in  the  community.  The  building  fortunately  can  be 
usedsimultaneouslyby  several  groups  and  the  trustees  feel  that  the  great- 
est service  can  be  rendered  by  using  the  facilities  available. 

The  trustees  have  also  during  the  year,  adopted  a  planned  program  of 
insurancw  coverage.  The  protection  afforded  previously  was  inadequate 
in  an  inflationary  period.  This  was  accomplished  because  of  the  generos- 
ity of  interested  individuals  who  made  gifts  of  books.  These  gifts  enabled 
the  librarian  to  economize  in  the  area  of  book  acquisitions  and  the  funds 
were  thus  available  to  provide  additional  protection. 

Fortunately  there  were  no  changes  in  library  personnel.  The  present 
staff  Miss  Hall,  Mrs.  Butman  and  Mrs.  Johnson  serve  the  patrons  effic- 
iently and  courteously.  It  is,  we  feel,  a  pleasure  t9  visit  the  library^or  ed- 
ucational or  recreational  purposes.  We  urge  the  public  to  visit  and  to  use 
the  available  facilities.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Derry  Public  Library:  , 

The  47th  annual  report  is  herewith  submitted: 

A  slight  increase  in  circulation  may  be  noted  this  year.  It  is  gratifying 
to  note  the  returning  interest  in  reading  among  our  patrons.  The  demand 
however  is  for  more  of  the  better  class  of  reading-light  entertainment 
may  still  be  enjoyed  on  television. 

Twenty  books  were  borrowed  from  the  State  Library  at  the  request  of 
our  patrons.  We  loaned  the  State  Library  18  books  on  the  Inter- Library - 
Loan  system. 

This  year  many  activities  have  been  carried  on  in  the  library,  4H  girls 
have  held  several  meetings,  Ruth  Stimson,  Home  Demonstrator,  has  held 
all  day  classes  in  coat  making,  short  cuts  in  sewing,  woodsy  craft,  and 
lamp  shades.  A  lecture  on  landscape  gardening  was  given  by  Professor 
Hepler  of  the  N.  H.  University  and  assisted  by  Mr.  Purrington  supple- 
mented by  colored  slides  and  talky  movies. 

In  February  Lawyer  LinseyBrigham  of  Exeter  gave  a  lecture  on  'Wills 
and  Deeds." 

TheDerry  Community  Club,  our  local  group,  connected  with  the  N.H.U. 
Extension  Division  held  several  very  well  attended  meetings.  The  cake 
frosting  demonstration  was  very  interesting  and  the  lecture,  by  one  of 
our  local  Beauticians,  on  Beauty  culture  proved  extremely  popular  with 
the  ladies. 

Arts  and  Crafts  monthly  meetings  have  been  held  in  the  library  as 
usual.  A  4  day  exhibit  of  Derry  craftsmen  work  was  held  in  June.  The 
jnainlibrary  was  turned  over  to  the  various  exhibits.  The  basement  work- 
shop was  opened  to  the  public  and  many  of  the  craftsmen  demonstrated 
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their  work.  Our  fine  collection  of  craft  books  was  displayed  at  this  time. 
Many  out-of-state  names  were  noted  on  the  guest  book  and  despite  the 
extreme  heat  of  the  week-end  the  exhibit  was  well  attended  each  after- 
noon and  evening. 

Classes  have  been  held  in  pottery,  rug  hooking  and  rug  braiding,  weav- 
ing, stenciling  and  short  story  writing.  A  very  enthusiastic  group  of  men 
and  women  have  met  each  week  to  discuss  their  problems  in  writing  for 
publication. 

The  Executive  Board  of  the  Woman's  Club,  Red  Cross,  and  Hospital 
Auxiliary  have  had  the  use  of  the  Reading  room  for  business  meetings. 

In  August,  The  Derry  Garden  Club  had  a  fine  Flower  Show  for  one  day. 
This  brought  many,  flower  lovers  into  the  library.  A  display  of  beaut- 
iful gardenpictures  decorated  the  bulletin  board.  Neatly  arranged  garden 
books  were  displayed  for  borrowing  or  reference. 

Book-Week  was  a  busy  time  for  us  all.  Schools  were  visited  the  week 
before  and  each  grade  was  given  a  "pep  talk"  on  the  library.  Classes, 
with  the  teachers,  visited  the  library,  listened  to  stories  on  the  Victor- 
ola,  guessed  the  objects  on  the  Mother  Goose  Tree,  and  then  browsed 
through  the  new  books  in  the  Children's  room. 

The  main  attractions  for  the  week  were  the  new  books  and  the  "Mother 
Goose  Tree".  A  tree  was  brought  in  from  the  field  and  decorated  with 
about  50  objects  representing  characters  of  Mother  Goose  fame.  The 
tree  was  enjoyed  by  adults  as  well  as  children. 

Book  reviews  were  given  at  various  organizations  by  the  librarian  and 
her  assistant.  Books  were  shown  and  the  audience  invited  to  take  home  a 
new  book  to  read.  This  method  proved  very  popular. 

The  remainder  of  the  new  lights  has  been  installed.  The  well  lighted 
building  gives  us  a  bright  and  cheerful  look.  A  recent  article  in  one  of 
the  popular  magazines  describes  the  small  library  as  looking  "as  if  it  had 
been  decorated  by  Queen  Victoria  the  week  after  Albert  died."  That  state- 
ment can  no  longer  be  applied  to  Derry  Public  Library. 

Bargain  days  on  fines  began  early  in  February.  This  brought  in  some 
of  the  long  over  due  fines  but  there  are  many  still  on  the  books. 

Poster  board  exhibits  have  been  many  and  varied  through  the  year. 
An  exhibit  being  displayed  for  about  2  weeks  and  when  possible  in  keep- 
ing with  the  special  activities  of  the  month. 

American  Art  Week  was  observed  with  a  display  of  the  work  of  our 
better  known  American  artists.  Biographies  of  these  artists  were  grouped 
on  a  table  beside  the  exhibit. 

Our  thanks  goes  to  the  kind  patrons  who  have  given  us  so  many  new 
books  the  past  year.  Also  thanks  have  been  sent  to  the  various  publishers 
who  have  sent  us  many  fine  volumes  for  our  library.  We  feel  that  special 
mention  should  be  made  of  the  many. gift  magazines  that  are  sent  to  us 
each  year.  30  gift  subscriptions  were  received  last  year.  Our  periodical 
circulation  shows  the  public  how  many  of  our  current  magazines  circul- 
late  during  a  year's  time. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Derry  Garden  Club  for  the  splendid  door  piece 
and  mantel  decoration  at  Christmas  time. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  the  newspapers  for  the  publicity  so  kindly  given 
throughout  the  year.

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CIVILIAN  DEFENSE 

In  the  past  year  Civilian  Defense  has  been  virtually  non-existant  in 
this  town.  Civilian  Defense  mxist  depend  largely  on  volunteers  and  vol- 
unteer service.  The  feeling  of  security  from  immediate  enemy  attack  has 
reduced  interest  in  Civilian  Defense  to  practically  zero.  The  immediate 
result  has  been  that  there  are  very  few  volunteers  who  are  willing  to 
offer  their  services  in  the  matter  of  Civilian  Defense. 

Some  shell  of  Civilian  Defense  should  be  maintained  as  a  form  of  in- 
surance against  surprise  enemy  attack  or  other  catastrophe.  If  the  Town 
of  Derry  is  to  have  any  form  of  Civilian  Defense  Program,  funds  must  be 
appropriated  to  meet  certain  e3q)enses  that  are  sure  to  arise  dtiring  the 
ensuing  year.  These  e^enses  will  consist  of:  advertising  to  appraise  the 
public  of  what  is  going  on  in  civilian  defense,  this  advertising  will  take 
the  form  of  newspaper  ads,  booklets,  leaflets,  and  movies;  office  supplies 
in  the  form  of  stamps,  paper,  envelopes,  etc.;  telephone  calls;  identifying 
arm  bands  or  markers  for  members  of  different  branches  of  Civilian 
Defense;  traveling  expenses  for  members  who  will  be  called  upon  to 
attend  certain  meetings  and  forums  to  gain  information  and  instruction 
on  Civilian  Defense  matters  that  in  turn  will  be  disseminated  to  members 
within  the  particular  departments  and  to  the  populace;  and  miscellaneous 
expenses.

New  Han^jshire  faces  a  real  forest  fire  problem  and  challenge!  To 
meet  it  successfully,  New  Hanpshire  and  your  community  needs  YOUR 
thoughtful  and  cooperative  effort. 

Continuously  heavy  lumbering  operations  have  added  nearly  900,000 
acres  of  slash  to  our  already  sizeable  slash  problem  in  this  State. 

We  were  extremely  fortunate  during  the  last  fire  season,  as  only  four 
fire  reports  were  turned  in,  two  for  grass  fires  during  the  month  of 
April,  a  woods  fire  on  May  6th  just  off  the  Turipike  and  the  plane  crash 
of  November  20,  on  the  Pingree  Farm.  Favorable  fire  weather  and  the 
thoughtfulness  of  everyone  concerned  made  this  possible. 

With  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all  the  people  who  use  our  out- 
doors, we  can  hope  to  have  another  successful  year  in  1952.  Let  us 
remember  that  in  any  year,  over  90%  of  all  fires  are  caused  by  care- 
lessness and  that  these  man-caused  fires  are  preventable. 

The  observance  of  these  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen 
will  go  far  to  insure  safety  from  fire  damage  and  your  cooperation  in 
this  way  is  ernestly  solicited. 

1.  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden  before  kindling 
a  fire  outdoors  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

2.  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and  tobacco  before 
dropping  or  throwing  them  down.  In  automobiles,  always  use 
the  ash  trays. 

3.  Make  certain  that  all  equipment  used  in  the  woods  is  in  good 
condition. 

4.  Report  fires  and  smoke  to  the  warden  without  delay  and  prom- 
ptly come  to  the  warden's  assistance  when  needed. 

If  these  fundamental  practices  are  followed  it  will  be  possible  to 
PREVENT  a  large  portion  of  FOREST  FIRES  from  starting.

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School  Report 


The  uncertainty  of  the  organization  of  the  districts  has  made  it  seem 
advisable  to  delay  the  school  district  reports.  The  school  boards  of  the 
Derry  Town  School  District  and  Derry  Special  School  District  will  pre- 
pare the  reports,  and  they  will  be  issued  in  a  special  school  supplement. 
This  delay  in  publication  is  of  a  temporary  nature  and  will  be  overcome 
when  the  district  organization  is  settled. 
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The  new  Hood  Memorial  School  will  house  the  7th,  8th,  and  9th  grades. 
At  the  time  of  this  picture  the  school  is  about  80%  complete.  It  will  be 
finished  in  June,  ready  for  classes  in  September. 
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The  Derry  Elementary  School  is  about  65%  complete  at  the  time  of  this 
picture.  It  will  house  six  grades,  and  will  be  ready  along  with  the  Hood 
Memorial  School  for  classes  in  September. 
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PROGRESS  REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

The  building  of  the  school  resumed  at  an  early  date  in  the  spring.  Many 
details  as  to  appointments  had  been  studied  by  the  board  and  building 
committee  during  the  winter  months.  Tile  combinations  for  floors  and 
corridors,  lighting  fixtures,  lunch  room  arrangement  and  many  other 
details  important  to  a  well  coordinated  school  were  decided  upon. 

Steel  continued  to  plague  all  interested  in  the  building.  Several  trips  to 
the  suppliers  inBoston  were  made  and  finally  the  chairman,  Mr.  Senter, 
at  his  own  expense  went  to  Washington  where,  with  the  cooperationof 
New  Hampshire  congressmen,  earlier  shipments  were  made.  With  the 
arrival  of  steel,  the  building  progressed  rapidly,  every  item,  such  as 
ledge  removal,  was  checked  carefully  as  these  and  other  changes  would 
effect  the  ultimate  cost  of  the  building.  All  interested  were  anxious  to 
remain  within  the  amount  available  for  construction.  The  remark  '3 
would  think  this  was  your  money  you  were  spending"  typifies  the  care- 
ful attitude  in  the  handling  of  this  project.  Money  usually  spent  for  a 
clerk  of  the  works  was  put  into  the  building  and  this  was  handled  by  the 
head  of  the  committee,  whose  interest  has  been  for  better  schools  for 
the  least  tax  dollars. 

Hot  water  in  the  class  rooms  was  not  provided  for  in  the  blue  prints; 
this  was  noticed  the  day  cement  floors  were  to  be  poured.  The  board 
quickly  convened  with  the  general  contractor  and  plumbing  contractor. 
Apricewas  agreed  upon  and  appreciating  the  boards  effort  to  stay  within 
their  budget,  no  overhead  or  profit  was  added  by  the  contractors.  Auth- 
orization was  given  directly  to  the  contractor  and  a  copy  sent  to  the 
architect  within  the  day  to  avoid  delay. 

The  only  outstanding  details  of  construction  have  to  do  with  the  lunch 
room  area  where  additional  radiation,  light  fixture  outlets  and  a  ceiling 
have  to  be  provided  for.  Realizing  that  in  accepting  low  bids  they  had  no 
say  as  to  where  contractors  purchased  their  supplies,  and  because  of 
their  desire  to  keep  what  little  they  can  locally,  the  board  is  considering 
local  bidders  for  this  work.  It  may  be  said  here  that  while  bids  were 
called  for  locally  on  all  phases  of  the  prime  school  and  auditorium  con- 
tracts, the  magnitude  of  the  job  discouraged  local  interest. 

Grading  and  landscaping  will  be  gradually  taken  care  of  over  a  period 
of  a  few  years,  in  order  to  save  expense.  Any  organization  wishing  to 
participate  may  do  so. 

Roads  to  the  school  have  been  tentatively  laid  out  and  studied  on  a  long 
range  basis  by  the  board.  ThiS'however  is  the  prerogative  of  the  Select- 
mien  who  have  invited  the  cooperation  of  the  board.  At  the  present  time 
trees  are  being  cleared  from  the  Lenox  Road  approach.  A  connecting 
link  will  eventually  carry  through  to  Crystal  Avenue. 

The  school  will  be  a  living  memorial  to  the  honest  effort  of  many 
Derry  citizens  for  better  schools  for  her  children.  To  make  this  possible 
many  people  have  given  of  their  time  and  resources  beyond  that  which 
could  be  expected.  The  building  committee  chairman,  school  board, 
board  members  no  longer  on  the  school  board,  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  the  building  committee,  Herbert  L.  Grinnell,  Attorney  for  the 
Board,  all  town  departments  and  local  organizations  when  called  upon 
gave  their  assistance.  There  will  be  to  you  a  personal  satisfaction,  if 
nothing  else,  in  the  completion  of  a  job  well  done.  This  deed  will  shine 
bright  in  the  eyes  of  our  children  for  generations. 

It  is  expected  our  school  will  be  completed  in  June  ushering  in  a  new 
era  in  school  facilities.  ac
